To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Dalton-in-Furness 
Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

As  directed  by  Circular  1728  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  I present  my  Annual  Report  which  deals  with  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  over  which  I exercise  super- 
vision as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

INSPEC  I'lON  OF  THE  DISTRICT. — It  is  scarcely  necessary  for 
me  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  your  District  is  subject  to  very 
close  inspection,  not  only  are  special  inspections  made  on  the 
outbreak  of  any  of  the  ordinary  Infectious  Diseases  or  on  com- 
plaint of  nuisance  arising  from  any  cause,  but  also  systematic 
inspection  is  carried  out,  that  this  is  so,  is  proved  by  the  reports 
which  your  Inspector  presents  from  month  to  month. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — 1 think  I can,  with  every  confidence,  say  that 
the  water  supply  to  your  District  has  been  generally  satisfactory, 
there  has  been  no  shortage  and  no  necessity  to  place  any  re- 
strictions upon  consumption.  As  to  the  quality*  I think  this  is 
quite  beyond  question.  Twenty-nine  house  services  have  been 
renewed.  There  are  a few  dwellings  outside  the  radius  of  the 
mains  which  have  not  a satisfactory  supply,  and  although  the 
Council  has  devoted  a good  deal  of  thought  to  an  improvement 
in  existing  conditions,  the  physical  conditions  have  always 
appeared  to  lie  insurmountable. 

DRAINAGE. 

PARADISE,  IRELETH. — A new  six  inch  sewer  has  been  laid  for 
the  hamlet  known  as  Paradise  in  the  Askam  District,  serving 
six  houses,  and  this  is  joined  by  a four  inch  sewer  to  serve  two 
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houses,  the  joint  sewer  discharges  into  a two  chamber  septic  tank 
with  overflow  to  subsoil  drains,  percolating  into  a stream  passing 
to  the  foreshore. 

ASKAM. — Plans  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry  for  the  pro- 
vision of  comprehensive  works  for  the  treatment  of  the  Askam 
Sewage.  The  works  will  include  settling  and  humus  tanks 
discharging  on  to  sprinklers.  It  is  intended  for  financial  consid- 
erations to  discharge  the  old  sewers  at  the  works,  but  ultimately 
the  whole  of  the  sewage  system  will  be  remodelled. 

LINDA-L. — My  previous  reports  have  expressed  the  view  that  the 
effluent  from  tne  Lindal  Sewage  Works  would  not  cause  any 
pollution  *of  the  stream  into  which  it  discharges,  and  1 think 
that  I was  justified  in  holding  that  opinion,  however,  the 
Farmer  through  whose  land  the  stream  coursed  complained  so 
frequently  that  the  Council  have  laid  a 21  inch  pipe  along  the 
course  of  the  stream  into  which  the  sewage  discharged,  for  a 
distance  ot  501  feet  to  the  Railway  embankment.  Since  this 
work  was  carried  out  there  have  been  no  further  complaints. 

HOUSING. — In  my  report  for  the  year  1937  I mentioned  that  96 
houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing  Act,  and  by  resolution 
of  the  Council  it  was  decided  that  91  should  be  represented  for 
Closure  and  Demolition. 

A Ministry  Inquiry  was  held  on  the  8th  and  gth  of  February 
of  last  year,  and  as  a result,  the  Order  was  confirmed  in  89 cases, 
•two  of  the  houses  were  excluded  from  the  Order  upon  a tech- 
nical point,  61  houses  have  been  vacated  and  the  tenants 
rehoused,  and  30  still  remain  to  be  dealt  with.  Some  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable  land  upon  which  to  build, 
and  we  are  now  awaiting  an  Inquiry  of  the  Ministry  for  the 
confirmation  of  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order. 

I am  unable  to  say  what  the  mind  of  the  Council  may  be 
as  to  the  future  of  the  Housing  Problem,  but  1 am  satisfied  that 
our  programme  will  not  be  completed  until  the  dwellings 
which  are  below  a reasonable  standard  have  been  dealt  with, 
either  by  demolition  or  re-conditioning,  that  there  are  such 
dwellings  there  can  be  little  doubt,  dwellings  in  which  it  is 
painful  to  contemplate  that  the  lives  of  the  working  classes 
should  have  to  be  spent. 

A great  deal  of  inspectorial  work  has  been  done  in  con- 
nection with  the  Housing  Act,  and  many  houses  have  been 
re-conditioned,  reading  from  the  Inspector’s  Report  I take  the 
number  to  be  thirty.

this  respect,  there  is  a tendency  towards  improvement. 

SLAUGH  TER  HOUSES  AND  MEA  T INSPECTION.— There  is  no 
variation  in  the  remarks  I have  to  make  as  to  the  number  and 
condition  of  the  Slaughter  House,  and  I see  no  reason  to  express

For  the  Administrative  County  of  Lancashire  the  death-rate  from 
all  forms  of  Tubercular  Diseases  is  0.56,  and  for  the  rest  of 
England  and  Wales  the  rate  is  0.58.  Taken  on  the  whole  the 
comparison  cannot  be  said  to  be  unfavourable  to  your  district. 

It  is  frequently  said  that  unemployment  and  the  consequent 
poverty  and  mal-nutrition  have  an  influence  on  the  incidence 
of  Tubercular  Diseases,  and  I have  more  than  once  made 
inquiries  from  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  bearing  upon  this 
suggestion,  but  I have  always  been  informed  that  they  have  had 
no  reason  to  suspect  any  connection  between  the  two.

In  the  year  1937  there  were  17  deaths  from  the  various  manifest- 
ations of  Cancer  equal  to  1.6  per  1000.  Making  the  usual  com- 
parison between  our  own  District  anJ  the  Administrative 
County  of  Lancashire  I find  that  for  the  County  the  rate  from 
this  disease  was  1.59  per  1000,  for  England  and  Wales  it  was 
1.63  per  1000,  so  we  do  not  make  a too  favourable  comparison, 
but  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  in  dealing  with  a small  popu- 
lation a single  extra  death  makes  a considerable  difference  to  the 
rate  per  1000.

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS.— I regret  that  I have  to  report  that  there  was 
a death  from  Typhoid  Fever  in  your  District  during  the  year,  the 
victim  being  a man  aged  48.  Every  effort  was  made  to  discover 
the  origin  of  infection,  but  without  success.  There  was  no  reason 
to  suspect  the  water  or  milk  supply  and  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  house  was  quite  satisfactory.  The  only  method  of  infection 
would  appear  to  have  been  that  the  man  had  come  into  contact 
with  a “Carrier”  case.

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  tables  that  your  District  has  been 
particularly  free  from  cases  of  Infectious  Disease.  At  the  time  of 
writing  this  report  I am  able  to  say  that  154  children  have  been 
immunised  at  the  Linda!  and  Askam  Schools  and  174  at  the 
Dalton  Schools.  I cannot  emphasise  too  strongly  the  necessity 
that  every  child  should  have  the  benefit  of  a preventative  in- 
oculation against  an  attack  of  Diphtheria,  one  of  the  most 
productive  causes  of  child  death.  It  amounts  almost  to  a tragedy 
that  there  should  beany  deaths,  seeing  that  we  have  a method 
of  prevention  of  proven  value. 
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PNEUMONIA  AND  BRONCHITIS.— From  these  diseases  19 
deaths  have  been  registered,  6 from  Bronchitis  and  13  from 
Pneumonia.  Influenza  has  not  been  specially  prevalent,  and 
there  have  been  only  two  deaths  from  this  cause  . 

LABORATORY  WORK. — Every  facility  is  given  to  the  Medical 
Practitioners  in  the  District  for  Bacteriological  Examinations, 
and  Antitoxines  are  issued  free.  Fourteen  throat  swabs  have  been 
examined  during  the  year. 

In  concluding  my  report  I must  not  omit  to  express  my 
sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council  and  my  Colleagues 
for  their  ever  ready  co-operation  and  support.
